ANNUAL  REPORT  AND  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT.— The 
Chairman  moved  the  formal  adoption  of  the  Report  and  Financial 
Statement  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  last.  Mr.  W. 
Stockton  in  seconding,  stated  that  he  was  extremely  gratified 
with  the  excellent  work  which  had  been  carried  out  in  the 
Institution  during  the  year.  He  was  pleased  to  say  that  they 
had  now'  secured  extensions  worthy  of  their  Hospital,  but  in  all 
probability  their  expenditure  for  1930  would  be  higher  than  it 
was  last  year,  not  only  because  it  was  impossible  to  use  part  of 
the  building  during  the  erection  of  the  new  wing,  but  also 
because  their  accommodation  had  been  substantially  increased  to 
meet  the  local  demands.  He  desired  to  impress  upon  all  those  who 
were  interested  in  the  Hospital  the  necessity  for  maintaining  the 
Hospital  at  a  very  high  standard  of  efficiency,  and  to  do  this 
would  involve  increased  financial  responsibilities  on  the 
subscribers.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  some  generous  and 
wealthy  patrons  would  come  to  their  assistance,  and  also  those 
with  smaller  means  would  realize  the  need  for  further  sacrifices 
so  that  in  a  reasonable  time  they  would  have  the  joy  of  wiping 
out  the  adverse  balance  on  the  Extensions  Fund.  They  had 
installed  new  equipment  in  the  Eye  Clinic  at  a  cost  of  £300,  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  increased  accommodation  from  28  to  50 
patients  would  make  a  very  much  greater  call  upon  their  funds. 
They  had  made  an  experimental  arrangement  with  the  local 
medical  practitioners  whereby  the  wives  and  dependants  of 
contributors  to  the  Penny  in  the  Pound  Schemes  would  receive 
free  treatment  and  he  sincerely  trusted  that  the  progress  made 
would  be  fully  appreciated  and  shewn  by  increased  donations.

To  the  Annual  Subscribers  and  to  all  other  persons  who  have 
assisted  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
following  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  last. 

PATIENTS. — There  were  365  in-patients  treated  in  the 
Hospital,  namely: — 86  males,  121  females  and  158  children.  The 
number  of  out-patients  was  1089,  namely: — General  673,  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Department  273,  and  Eye  Clinic  143.  During  the  year  39 
major  and  82  minor  operations  were  successfully  performed  in  the 
operating  theatre,  as  against  18  major  and  67  minor  operations 
for  the  preceding  year. 


FINANCIAL. — The  expenditure  during  the  year  under  review, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  E’inancial  Statement  appended,  amounted 
to  £2,595  16s.  6d.  as  against  £2,121  Os.  lid.  for  the  preceding 
year,  being  an  increase  of  £474  15s.  7d.  The  Statement  shews  the 
detailed  expenditure  for  1929  as  compared  with  that  for  1930, 
and  the  difference  in  each  case  can  be  seen  by  a  perusal  of  the 
Statement.  The  increased  expenditure  is  accounted  for  by  the 
opening  ol  the  new  extensions  during  the  month  of  May,  and 
the  expenditure  for  the  year  1929  being  considerably  reduced 
owing  to  several  of  the  wards  being  closed  whilst  the  extensions 
were  being  carried  out.  The  income  amounted  to  £2,381  Os.  6d. 
as  against  £2,278  4s.  5d.  for  the  preceding  year,  or  an  increase 
of  £102  16s.  Id.

LINEN  LEAGl  E. — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Ladies’  Linen 
League  is  also  appended,  and  the  fullest  measure  of  appreciation 
is  accorded  to  the  League  for  their  continued  enthusiasm  and 
untiring  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 
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OBITUARY. — The  Board  record  with  most  sincere  regret  the 
great  loss  which  the  Institution  has  suffered  by  the  death  on 
the  13th  May,  1931,  of  their  Vice-Chairman.  The  late  Mrs.  E. 
Foster  held  the  position  of  Hon.  Secretary  to  the  Linen  League 
from  the  date  of  its  foundation  in  May,  1920,  and  in  recognition 
of  the  invaluable  services  which  she  rendered  to  the  Hospital  she 
was  appointed  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management  in 
1926.  The  Board  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on 
record  their  full  appreciation  of  her  great  interest  in  the  work, 
her  warm-heartedness  and  sympathy  for  the  sick  and  suffering, 
and  her  keen  enthusiasm  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  Institution 
and  the  Linen  League.  The  death  of  the  late  Mr.  F.  G.  Norbury, 
one  of  the  Visiting  Surgeons,  also  occurred  since  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  here  again,  a  serious  loss  has  been  sustained,  not  only 
because  of  the  particularly  keen  interest  which  he  took  in  the 
Institution,  but  also  because  of  the  marked  success  which 
attended  the  many  major  operations  which  he  performed —  a  well 
merited  testimony  of  the  great  skill  exhibited  by  one  of  the  most 
unostentatious  of  gentlemen  who  materially  assisted  in  making 
the  Hospital  what  it  is  to-day.  This  report  would  be  incomplete 
without  a  record  of  the  full  appreciation  of  the  Board  of  the 
invaluable  services  rendered  by  the  late  Mr.  Norbury.  One 
similar4  and  equally  sincere  record  must  be  made,  and  that  relates 
to  the  lamented  death  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  I.  Hampson,  who  acted 
in  the  capacity  of  Joint  Hon.  Auditor  for  many  years.  He  carried 
out  the  important  work  entrusted  to  his  care  with  that  thorough¬ 
ness  which  characterised  all  duties  he  undertook  to  perform. 

STAFF. — The  Board  desire  to  place  on  record  the  excellent 
work  performed  by  the  Matron  (Miss  L.  M.  Jeans,  A.R.R.C., 
S.R.N.), .Sister  Barrett,  S.R.N.,  and  the  Hospital  Staff. 

DONATIONS. — From  the  Cheshire  Public  House  Trust  Co. 
Ltd.,  the  Board  received  during  the  year  the  handsome  donation 
of  £400,  which  amount  was  allocated  to  the  Extensions  Account, 
and  it  gives  the  Board  great  pleasure  to  record  the  continued 
interest  taken  in  the  Institution  by  the  Company  named.  Other 
items  are  worthy  of  special  mention,  namely : — Grand  National 
Subscriptions  £241  13s.  5d.  ;  E.  Peter  Jones,  Esq.,  J.P.,  C.C. 
£100;  Hooton  Park  Bonfire  Society  £100;  Shell-Mex  Dance 
£82  14s.  Id.  ;  Little  Sutton  District  Flower  Show  and  Sports 
£25  10s.  Od.  ;  Proceeds  of  the  Dance  at  Capenhurst  Village  Hall 
£34  7s.  5d.  ;  Prudential  Assurance  Co.  Ltd.  £20;  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  £15.  It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  in  a  report  of 
this  character  it  is  impossible  to  mention  specifically  each  effort 
made  in  the  interests  of  the  Hospital,  but  the  Board  desire  to 
express  their  warmest  appreciation  to  those  responsible  for  the 
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above  donations,  to  the  various  local  musical  organisations,  clubs, 
and  other  societies,  and  to  those  who  so  successfully  organised 
concerts,  dances,  etc.,  in  support  of  the  Hospital. 

PENNY  IN  THE  POUND  SCHEME  — After  several  meetings 
between  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council,  the  Deeside  Hospitals 
Council  and  the  Board,  it  was  decided  by  the  Board  to  invite  the 
former  to  become  the  responsible  authority  in  the  Hospital  area, 
and  the  Deeside  Hospitals  Council  were  asked  to  co-operate  to 
make  the  Scheme  a  success.  Although  efforts  were  made  to  bring 
about  an  amalgamation  of  the  two  Hospital  Councils  named,  they 
proved  abortive,  and  the  two  schemes  are  in  operation,  some 
employers  and  employees  having  joined  the  former  scheme  and 
some  the  latter.  In  connection  with  the  Schemes  the  Board 
conferred  with  representatives  of  the  local  Medical  Practitioners, 
and  as  a  result  thereof  free  medical  treatment  has  been  available 
for  a  period  of  twelve  months  commencing  from  the  1st  November. 
1930,  as  explained  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  at  the  last 
annual  meeting.  It  was  agreed  that  the  cost  for  the  trial  period 
should  not  exceed  £400. 

MASSAGE  DEPARTMENT. — Owing  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  attending  for  treatment,  the  Board,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  decided  to  open  the  Department  five 
days  per  week  instead  of  three  mornings  per  week.  Additional 
equipment  has  been  purchased  to  bring  the  Department  up-to-date, 
including  a  Pantostat  at  a  cost  of  £46. 

GARDEN  FETE.— As  will  be  seen  from  the  accounts  a  net 
income  of  £210  Is.  Id.  was  realised  on  this  occasion,  and  the 
Board  tender  their  most  grateful  thanks  to  the  Committee  which 
organised  this  function,  and  also  to  the  ladies  connected  with  the 
Linen  League,  and  the  many  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  rendered 
such  valuable  assistance  in  making  the  effort  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital  Extensions  such  a  pronounced  success.  The  New  Wing 
was  officially  opened  by  the  President  (E.  Peter  Jones,  Esq.,  J.P., 
C.C.),  on  the  first  day  of  the  Fete. 


APPEAL. — The  Board  feel  that  it  would  be  a  neglect  of  the 
duty  entrusted  to  them  to  conclude  this  report  without  calling 
the  earnest  attention  of  subscribers  to  the  unsatisfactory  state 
of  the  finances  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  they 
feel  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  make  an  urgent  appeal  for 
further  financial  assistance.  It  will  be  perfectly  obvious  to  sub¬ 
scribers  that  the  New  Extensions  involve  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  expenditure  on  the  Maintenance  Account,  and  unfortunately 
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there  is  not  a  corresponding  augmentation  in  the  Board’s  income. 
In  times  like  the  present  when  the  Nation  calls  for  financial 
sacrifices  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  appeal  will  receive  the 
just  recognition  it  richly  deserves,  because  the  good  work  of  the 
Hospital,  now  so  well-known  to  subscribers,  can  only  be  continued 
if  the  generous  financial  support  of  every  section  of  the  community 
is  forthcoming.

accepted  with  genuine  regret. 

A  perusal  of  the  items  shewn  on  the  expenditure  side  of  the 
accounts  annexed  will  indicate  the  manner  in  which  the  funds 
have  been  utilised  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

Compared  with  last  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  receipts 
o^  £71  18s.  4d.,  and  an  increase  in  expenditure  of  £175  6s.  9d., 
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this  being  due  to  the  purchase  of  bed  linen  for  the  New  Wing. 
I  he  Committee  had  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year  a 
balance  of  £3  18s.  6d.,  and  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  their  many  friends  and  subscribers  for  their  past  support, 
and  respectfully  to  solicit  a  continuance  thereof.

RULES. 


1.  — The  League  consists  of  Ladies  wishing  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital,  by — 

(a)  Spreading  a  knowledge  of  the  claims  and  needs  of  the

2.  — In  each  year  an  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held,  when  the 
Committee  shall  present  their  report  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
preceding  31st  December,  together  with  a  statement  of  accounts 
for  such  year.  At  every  such  meeting  a  President,  Hon.  Secretary 
and  a  Committee  shall  be  elected,  consisting  of  12  members,  to 
hold  office  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

3.  — The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  vacancies  that 
may  occur  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

4.  — In  the  case  of  any  member  who  shall  be  in  arrear  with  her 
subscription  for  two  consecutive  years,  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Committee  to  remove  her  name  from  the  list  of  members. 

5.  — The  Matron  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member 
of  the  Committee,  and,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  shall  regulate  the  details  of  any  work  undertaken 
by  the  Ladies’  Linen  League  within  the  Hospital.
